Senator Borah took the view that no

interests are in peril and that the land- 
ing of American marines amounts to 
"intervention" without justification.

Washington — Senator Borah's an- 


nouncement that the Monroe doctrine 
Is not involved in the Nicaraguan epi- 
sode has caused considerable perturba- 
tion at the executive end of Pennsyl- 
vania-avc where for several weeks the 
entire policy has been based on the 
implications of the famous doctrine of 
President Monroe. 


Mr. Borah as chairman of the sen- 


ate 
foreign relations committee is 


listened to with 'profound •• interest 
throughout Central and South, Ameri- 
ca. The department of state caught 
promptly the significance of Mr. Bor- 
ah's contention and issued a. state- 
ment revealing that the British and 
Jtahan legations at Managua had ask- 
ed the United States to protect their 
nationals. 


IN LINE WITH POLICY 


Nothing in the department of state's 


tinnouncements mentioned Mr| Borah's 
statement but the issuance of the in- 
formation relating to the attitude of 
the British and Italian diplomats is 
directly in line with the department of 
state's understanding of .its obliga- 
tions. 


It may be that Mr. Borah's state- 


ment is the beginning of a new move- 
ment to narrow the meaning of the 
Monroe doctrine. The Idaho senator 
pointed out that no European power 
was now interfering or likely to inter- 
fere in Nicaragua. The literal inter- 
prelalion of Ihe Monroe Doctrine is 
that the United Stales would consider 
is an unfriendly act for any European 
power to gain a foothold in North and 
South 
America beyond that already 


obtained more than a hundred years 
ago in what arc now known as Euro- 
pean possessions. 


CONSTITUTION OF POLICY 


Several administrations have constru- 


ed the possiiblity of aggression or in- 
tervention as a sufficient reason to 
pursue a policy of prevention, though 
this never has been popular in Latin 
America. President Roosevelt took the 
view that i£ a revolution, occurred in 
a Latin American country and fhe 
public funds were dissipated so that

Tillson offered his proposal as

The Connecticut representative told 
he house that his amendment was "in 
substantial accord" with the presi- 
dent's wishes, although it propo.ses 
in appropriation not recommended by 
the White house or Ihe budget.

company in New York, ;.nd Sir G. 
Evelyn P. Murray, secretary of the 
British general postoffice. in Lohdon. 


The test had been set for 8:30, but

Seated at a ta'ile in the offices of 


the company in lower Broadway, Pres- 
ident Gilford lifted up the receiver 
at 8:44 and said to the operator.

"Good morning," came the reply, 


3,300 miles away. 


"Shortly afterwards static interrupt-

Sir Evelyn he believed the new ser- 
vice would link the two countries to- 
gether as neighbors in a leal t-ensc.

Reduced, Board of Control

bation In Wisconsin win tend to re- 
duce the prison population. This is 
the belief of the state boarO of con- 
trol, expressed in its'biennial repcrt. 


"The expansion of. this probation 


work should be immediate." the report 
states, continuing that "probation in 
"Wisconsin has ever been used to the 
extent that ;t should te and its ad- 
ministration in this state has failed to 
establish the same confidence of llio 
courts and the people in the system 
that exists in other states having 
similar laws." 


If there is not extension of proba- 


tion work, the state faces a large ex- 
penditure for improvement of penal 
and reform institution buildings so 
that more convicted persons may Le 
housed, in tho opinion of the board. 
"A study of the population curves of 
those institutions demonstrates the 
trend upward of figures on the pri- 
son population and should warn of- 
ficials and the people that Wisconsin 
faces a capital expenditure of several 
million dollars to care for those sent 
to penal institutions, or it must pi;o 
vide for such an administration of its 
probation law as •will justify the courts 
in placing proper cases of first of- 
fenders on probation." 


Although lack of finances and fi- 


nancial resources 
have handicapped 


the probation department, the control 
board believes that enlargement of the 
probation force from onf full and one 
part time officer and a clerk.to two 
full time and two part time officers 
and two clerks has made

more prompt investigations, eliminat- 
ed long delays in securing guardians 
and 
employment and

brought about a more friendly attitude 
on the part of the courts,"

"Wisconsin courts, in the year 1025,

3435. while out of th's total of 
12,288 only 893 were placed on proba- 
tion. That is. only 1 per \ cent were 
placed on probation.

Now comes Sacasa, saying that as 


vice president under Solorzano he was 
entitled under the constitution to tho 
presidency when Solorzano 
stepped 


out. 


But, reports the U. S.. Sacasa was 


absent from the country at that time. 


"Right," say Sacasa's 
friends. "He 


had been exiled, under 
penalty of 
death." 


Mexico sides with Sacasa, contend- 


ing the Diaz government, is a "force of 
arms" product. -But the U. S. can't s>ce 
it. 


Protests that the U. S. foisted Diaz, 


friend of American business interests--, 
on Nicaragua are emphatically denied. 


Tho election of Diaz after Chamor- 
ro's retirement was investigated, and 
the State Department decided that al- 
though attendant circumstances 
left 


much to be desired, it was about as 
pood an election as could be hoped for 
in Nicaragua. 


Therefore, so far as Washington is 


roncerned, Diaz seems in for good— 
»nd Sacasa out for good.

mahogany,, blistered by last summer's 
sun in the long conference room of 
the senate. Janitors arc polishing the 
white and grey marble of the two 
houses and dusting the heavy rugs. 
Electricians and locksmiths are work- 
ing with each other to have the key- 
operated electric voting and vote rec- 
ording machine in readiness in the 
assembly. 


On the right wall of the nssembly. 


large box-like machine quietly 


clicks off tho vote as the representa- 
tives tuin Mnall keyes at their desks. 
Tho tiny ticking of the "Yes." "No." 
and "Pair", dials as they shift after 
tli£ name of the representatives takes 
thf> place of the 
thundering "Aye" 


and "Nay" hoard in response to the 
long roll-call in legislative sessions a 
few years ago. 


On cither bide of the machine and 


on ihe other Fide- and back of the 
lower house are galleries, not ur.- 
like those in a theater, where the pub- 
lic may witness the state's law factory 
in operation. 


Entrance to the floor of the as- 


sembly is through a marble colonadt-i 
hall and thence through either the 


back conference rooms or xhe leather- 
covered doors that give egress fiom 
the colonade. 


Facing the great arched mural paint- 


ing symbolizing Wisconsin arc the 
several rows of representative's desks. 
Hewn and carved from oak, their mas- 
si vo construction seems to represent 
the stability of the commonwealth 
and joined as they are in quadrants 
they give the idea of the union of the 
various sections of the state. They are 
on casters so that any change in the 
number of representatives would not 
necessitate the tearing up of furniture 
to alter the whole seating plan.

our system of territorial administration 
that should have been sooner apparent 
without the necessity of a recommenda- 
tion by Col. Carmi A. Thompson on the 
matter. Col. Thompson's idea for the cre- 
ation of a separate department is really 
sound, although it will find little favor 
with those who believe such a move 
would add to the cost of go\ eminent. 


To some of these "economists" the ad-

and flats and absence of much cup- 
board space has led to women not- 
being able to indulge in the big stocks 
of household linen that used to be 
kept 20 or 30 years ago.

In the old days a pood stock 
of linen lasted a lifetime. Now women 
buy each season.

is usually the victim of worms, Judge 
Ileinemann declared. lie stated that 
tho prescription he learned of ordinar- 
ily rids the animal of worms after on- 
ly a few doses, and that chances of 
saving the dog arc quite certain if 
the prescription is secured in time.
